I. Purpose and Scope 


From time to time reports have been received from the field that the 
state extension services have on hand small quantities or particular 
types of equipment and property which are no longer needed by them in the 
_ farm labor supply program. In most instances the cost of transportation 
to another place or the expense of storage of such materials and equip- 
ment would entail so large an expense that it would be to the best inter- 
} ests of the program if the property were disposed of locally by sale or 
. Otherwise. The State extension services, therefore, have requested 
advice 4s to the action to be taken by them and the procedure to be 
followed in the reporting, disposing and accounting of such property. 
The purpose of this circular is to furnish the information desired and to 
establish a uniform procedure for disposal of property and supplies sur- 
_~Pplus to the needs of the farm labor supply program administered by the 
_ ~~ séveral State extension services, These instructions apply only to prop- 
4 erty acquired with funds allotted under Section 2 of the Farm Labor Supply 
_ ~~ Kppropriation Act, 1944, as amended, pursuant to the cooperative agreements 
for extension work in the farm labor supply and distribution between the 
‘War Food Administrator and the State extension services, which agreements 
provide that "unless otherwise directed by the Administrator, to return 
. to the Administrator all unexpended personal property acquired with funds 
» £allotted under the agreement or, if the Extension Service so elects, the 
value thereof as determined by the Administrator after consideration of 
estimates. submitted to him by the Extension Service, when such property 
is no longer needed in the administration of the program undertaken with ..~
